Kremlin  Triples  Airlift 
To  Arm  Reds  h Laos 
4s  Soviets  Stall  Talks 

WASHINGTON,  April  11  (UPl) — Evidence  that  Russia 
has  tripled  its  arms  airlift  to  Laos  caused  growing  concern 
here  today  that  the  Kremlin  might  be  stalling  on  a cease 
fire  in  order  to  build  up  Communist  forces  there. 

Reliable  diplomatic  sources  reported  that  the  Soviet  mil- 
itary supply  airlift  to  Laotian  Communists  has  been  three 
times  its  normal  rate  in  the  last  day  or  so. 

THE  STATE  DEPARTMENT  was  considering  sending 
a strong  statement  on  U.S.  views  directly  to  the  Kremlin 
through  U.S.  ambassador  Llewellyn  E.  Thompson. 

One  western  diplomat  said  the  Laos  crisis  seemed  to 
be  approaching  “the  same  grim  concern”  which  prevailed 
two  and  a half  weeks  ago  when  President  Kennedy  warned 
of  its  seriousness  at  a televised  news  conference.

Faddis  Promotes  ‘New  Ideas’ 


Lowell  Benson,  candidate  for 
social  vice  president,  says  “it  is 
my  desire  to  have  the  units  and 
organizations  complement  and 
cooperate  with  rather  than  com- 
pete against  out  social  dance 
program  here  on  the  campus.’’ 

“I  WOULD  encourage  differ- 
ent student  organizations  such 
as  social  units,  service  units, 
geographicals,  honoraries,  etc., 
to  sponsor  studentbody  activi- 
ties such  as  dances  and  fashion 
shows,’’  Benson  said.  He  said  it 
is  important  that  we.  do  not 
stifle  initiative. 

He  realizes  that  any  candidate 
can  promise  whatever  he  wants, 
but  Lowell  feels  he  has  a plan 
to  accomplish  his  promises. 

HE  PROPOSES  to  call  unit 
representatives  into  a scheduling 
meeting  to  be  held  the  first  of 
May  when  the  activities  are 
planned  for  next  year.  In  this 
way  units  and  organizations 
which  desire  to  sponsor  student- 
body  activities  will  know  this 
year  what  dates  will  be  open  so 
as  not  to  conflict  with  major 
studentbody  functions,  held  next 
year. 

Benson  suggests  better  coordi- 
nation with  the  stakes  so  that 
our  studentbody  function  in  the 
spring  would  achieve  “better 
social  standards.” 

BENSON  IS  a past  sophomore 
class  president  at  Ricks  College, 
where  he  was  also  vice  president 
of  the  junior  class.

FADDIS  SAID  that  skating  on 
campus  for  students  is  already 
arranged  for  next  winter.

Noted  Physicist 
Tells  Problems 
Of  Atom,  Space 

The  Soviet  Union  lags  behind 
the  United  States  in  science,  but 
is -ahead  in  technology,  the  ap- 
plication of  scientific  principles, 
was  the  statement  made  by  Dr. 
Ralph  E.  Lapp  at  Monday’s  for- 
ur  assembly. 

DR.  LAPP,  who  began  his  ca- 
reer as  a nuclear  physicist  work- 
ing on  the  atom  bomb  during 
World  War  II,  said  that  this 
lead  in  technology  has  caused 
many  underdeveloped  nations  to 
believe  that  the  Soviet  Union  is 
the  one  to  look  to  for  “easy” 
scientific  accomplishments. 

“Two  problems  face  us  in  sci- 
ence today,”  said  Dr.  Lapp.  One 
had  to  do  with  the  infinitely 
large,  space,  and  the  other  had 
to  do  with  the  infinitely  small, 
the  atom.  “The  challenge  of 
of  space  has  developed  in  our 
academic  career,”  Dr.  Lapp  con- 
tinued. 


Russia  has  been  rushing  in  sup- 
plies in  advance  of  the  monsoon 
season,  due  in  the  next  few 
weeks.  The  heavy  rains  would 
hamper  supply  activities. 

Russia,  in  an  April  1 note,  ac- 
cepted in  general  terms  a Brit- 
ish proposal  for  a three-stage 
Laos  solution — a cease  fire,  re- 
activation of  an  Indian-Canadian 
-Polish  truce  team,  and  a 14-na- 
tion conference  to  work  out  a 
political  solution. 

SINCE  THEN  British  Ambas- 
sador Sir  Frank  Roberts  has 
sought  to  pirl  Russia  down  to  an 
actual  cease  fire  agreement  in  a 
series  of  meetings  with  the  for- 
eign office  in  Moscow. 

Details  of  the  Moscow  talks 
have  been  kept  private,  but  they 
apparently  have  been  stuck  on 
questions  of  timing.  Washington 
wants  a verified  cease  fire  be- 
fore an  international  conference 
begins. 


Israelite  Court 
Tries  Eichmann 

JERUSALEM,  April  11  (UPI) 
— Adolf  Eichmann  went  on  trial 
today  as  history’s  worst  mass 
killer  with  victims  numbering  in 
the  millions. 

Standing  in  a bullet-proof  box 
before  three  Israeli  judges  Eich- 
mann listened  to  the  reading  of 
the  15-count  indictment  that  ac- 
cused him  of  Jewish  massacres 
during  World  War  II. 

Eichmann,  heavily  guarded, 
was  brought  into  court  at  8:58 
a.m.  (1:58  a.m.  EST),  and  the 
trial  began  two  minutes  later 
when  the  three  judges  took  the 
bench. 


Dean  incourages  Vote 
On  Social  Unit  Problem 


A public  statement  by  Dean 
of  Students  Antone  K.  Romney 
was  Monday’s  development  in 
the  social  unit  story. 

Dean  Romney  spoke  briefly 
at  the  forum  assembly,  discuss- 
ing the  problem  and  urging  stu- 
dents to  use  the  legal  means  set 
up  by  student  government  to  ex- 
press their  will  concerning  the 
future  of  social  units. 

HOWEVER,  Dean  Romney 
made  it  clear  that  the  ultimate 
decision  regarding  the  fate  of  so- 
cial units  rests  with  the  admin- 
istration and  board  of  trustees. 
He  said  that  “the  administration 
would  be  happy  to  have  a full 
expression  of  opinion  from  all 
of  the  students  on  this  matter.” 

In  closing  the  assembly,  uni- 
versity president  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson referred  to  Dean  Rom- 
ney’s comments  and  also  en- 
couraged a student  expression  of 
opinion. 

THE  DEAN  SAID  it  was  not 
his  purpose  to  try  to  influence 
students  in  their  voting  “one 
way  or  another.”  He  said  the 
administration  does  not  consider 
students  “trespassing  upon  its 
authority  by  voting  on  the 
issue. 

In  other  developments  during 
the  day  final  arrangements  were 
announced  for  the  open  forum 


in  which  the  Supreme  Court  will 
hear  a petition  from  the  Inter- 
Organization  Council  to  prevent 
the  unit  question  from  appear- 
ing on  ballots  in  Wednesday’s 
and  Thursday’s  final  student- 
body  election. 

THE  MEETING  will  be  held 
from  10  to  12  a.m.  in  the  Semi- 
nar Room,  south  end  of  the  sci- 
ence library  in  the  Eyring  Sci- 
ence Center. 

According  to  the  IOC,  the  ref- 
erendum is  unconstitutional. 
Spokesman  Craig  Christensen 
said  the  IOC  goal  was  not  to 
“Prevent  the  studentbody  from 
expressing  its  - opinion”  but  to 
prevent  an  unconstitutional  law 
from  being  passed. 

CHRISTENSEN  SAID  IOC 
planned,  if  the  referendum  is 
declared  unconstitutional,  to  use 
a series  of  question  on  the  final 
ballot  which  will  determine  stu- 
dent reaction  toward  social  units 
more  precisely.  “It’s  not  just  a 
question  of  black  and  white,” 
said  Christensen. 

IOC  attorneys  will  be  Craig 
Christensen  and  IOC  court  chief 
justice  Gary  Comstock.  Attor- 
neys for  the  defense  will  be 
Gordon  Wells  and  Ron  Walker, 
former  Supreme  Court  justice 
who  resigned  to  actively  enter 
the  social  unit  controversy.

Universe  Stand  on  Unit  Question 

Of  all  the  charges  and  countercharges  which  have 
flown  think  and  fast  during  the  debates  on  whether  or 
not  we  should  keep  social  units,  no  one  has  yet  come 
forward  to  argue  that  units  don't  need  to  be  “cleaned 
up.” 

To  the  contrary,  even  those  who  are  fighting  to 
keep  the  petition  off  the  ballot  admit  that  there  exists 
a real  need  at  BYU  for  us  to  rid  ourselves  of  the  offen- 
sive practices  of  some  units. 

To  our  thinking,  there  is  nothing  more  repugnant 
than  some  of  the  hazing  procedures  that  some  units 
require.  Such  asinine  practices  as  head  shaving,  going 
unwashed  for  weeks,  staying  up  all  night  and  illegal 
paddling  are  high  schoolish  at  least  and  at  most  make 
a mockery  of  our  Church's  standards  of  the  worthiness 
of  the  individual. 

Where  is  the  dignity  of  the  individual  in  these 
practices?  Where  is  the  “brotherhood”  in  beating  a 
pledge  until  he  is  bloody?  What  motivates  a person 
to  submit  to  these  indignities  solely  to  “belong”  to 
^n  “exclusive”  group? 

Social  units,  'however,  should  not  be  banned  simply 
because  of  their  failure  to  rid  themselves  of  these  mor- 
onic practices.  Neither  should  they  be  made  whipping 
posts  for  social  ills  which  cripple  many  other  students 
at  the  university.  Units  perform  many  praiseworthy 
things  for  the  university  such  as  visiting  the  state  hos- 
pital, doing  odd  service  jobs  and  instilling  a friendship 
which  lasts  many  years  beyond  college- 

To  outlaw  them  entirely  would  be  a mistake. 

It  is  also  difficult  to  argue  that  Church  programs 
such  as  MIA  would  be  improved  with  the  addition  of 
^ocial  unit  members.  Many  unit  members  already  are 
active  in  these  programs.  Also,  some  9,000  BYU  stu- 
dents do  not  belong  to  units  and  regularly  attend  these 
functions.  To  argue  that  the  programs  would  function 
better  with  the  additional  900  unit  members  forced  into 
them  than  they  do  already  is  being  unrealistic. 

If  MIA,  Relief  Society  or  Elder’s  Quorums  cannot 
now  fill  the  needs  of  those  who  belong  to  units  they 
won’t  be  able  to  later  unless  they  change  their  present 
programs  radically. 

What  then  is  the  answer,  to  this  problem  facing 
students  ? Clearly  such  abuses  as  collecting  autographed 
brassiers  and  applying  offensive  material  to  private 
parts  of  the  body  have  no  place  at  BYU. 

Since  the  petition  has  exploded  controversy  about 
social  units  upon  the  studentbody  some  units  have  al- 
ready taken  steps  to  rid  themselves  of  bad  members. 
One  unit  expelled  seven  brothers,  another  has  expelled 
three  members,  and  still  another  earlier  sent  three  pack- 
ing. This  suggests  that  units  are  themselves  concerned 
with  the  problem.  It  is  unfortunate  that  they  had  to  be 
forced  into  taking  this  action  this  late. 

The  question;  are  units  mature  enough  (being 
composed  of  college  students)  to  govern  themselves? 

Or  must  they  be  milk-fed  by  the  administration, 
spanked  by  the  administration,  and  told  what  they 
can’t  do  by  the  administration?  This  has  been  the 
history  of  units  on  this  campus  to  this  date. 

How  then  should  students  vote  in  the  election? 
Dean  Romney,  reading  a statement  prepared  largely 
by  President  Wilkinson,  said  the  administration  “would 
be  happy  to  have  a full  expression  of  opinion  from  all 
the  students  on  this  matter.” 

With  the  understanding  then  that  a vote  for  the 
petition  will  not  mean  that  units  should  be  abolished, 
but  that  they  should  “clean  up” — either  through  force 
of  administration' action  or.  through  their  own  sincere 
efforts  to  reform,  we  recommend  that  students  vote  for 
the  petition. 

We  do  not  recommend,  however,  that  units  be 
abolished.  This  would  be  foolhardy,  in  our  estima- 
tion, and  would  be  an  infringement  on  “inalienable 
rights”  scarcely  justified  by  the  existing  circum- 
stances— especially  when  units  can  rid  themselves 
of  bad  practices  so  easily. 

Student  officers  have  said  that  there  will  be  a poll 
taken  of  the  students’  attitudes  towards  social  units  in- 
cluded on  the  ballot  should  the  petition  be  declared  un- 
constitutional by  the  Supreme  Court.  If  the  petition  is 
constitutional,  the  poll  may  still  appear  on  the  ballot. 

If  this  happens  we  recommend  that  students  vote 
against  the  petition  but  register  their  protests  against 
units  on  the  poll  if  they  feel  units  should  be  “cleaned 

up.” 
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Senate  President  Speaks 


Dear  Editor: 

This  letter  is  written  in  reply 
to  the  criticism  of  the*  Senate’s 
position  on  the  Social  Unit  Bill 
as  voiced  by  Ron  Walker  in  his 
resignation  from  the  Supreme 
Court. 

First,  let  me  explain  the  ac- 
tion taken  by  the  Senate:  The 
petition  submitted  to  the  Senate 
concerning  the  abolition  of  So- 
cial Units  was  not  a debatable 
item  for  the  Senate.  By  law  the 
Senate  can  only  draw  up  a bill 
from  the  petition  to  submit  to 
the  studentbody  for  their  vote. 
This  bill  was  drawn  up  by  me  as 
President  of  the  Senate. 

IN  OUR  last  Senate  meeting 
this  bill  was  read  to  the  Senate 
body  so  that  they  might  know 
what  the  bill  contained.  After 
the  bill  was  read  to  the  Senate, 
the  members  of  the  Senate  de- 
sired to  hear  the  position  of  the 
committee  submitting  the  peti- 
tion. As  a result,  Gordon  Wells, 
a member  of  the  committee,  was 
given  the  right  to  explain  the 
committee’s  stand  on  Social 
Units. 

After  hearing  the  position  of 
the  committee  and  Mr.  Wells’ 
answers  to  a number  of  ques- 
tions as  well  as  hearing  from 
IOC  Court  Chief  Justice  Gary 
Comestock  the  Senate  felt  mov- 
ed to  take  separate  action  on  the 
petition,  which  was  within  the 
legal  rights  of  the  Senate.  A res- 
olution was  submitted  to  the  Sen- 
ate requesting  that  the  Senate 
take  a stand  for  the  defeat  of 
the  Social  Unit  Bill  in  the  com- 
ing election.  This  resolution  was 
passed  by  the  Senate  by  a vote 
of  12-1  with  1 abstention. 

In  Mr.  Walker’s  statement  he 
was  very  sharp  in  his  criticism 
of  the  Senate’s  stand  stating  that 
the  Senate’s  position  was  “irres- 
ponsible and  shallow.”  As  the 
spokesman  of  the  Senate  I say 
that  the  Senate’s  position  is  not 
irresponsible  and  is  definitely 
not  shallow. 

THE  STAND  taken  by  the  Sen- 
ate was  a stand  felt  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate  to  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  studentbody 
as  a whole.  Because  this  posi- 
tion taken  by  the  Senate  was  in 
opposition  to  the  position  of  Mr. 
Walker  it  is  no  case  for  him  to 
say  that  the  Senate’s  position  is 
a “deliberate  work  of  propagan- 
da, tarnishing  both  the  prestige 
of  the  Senate  and  student  gov- 
ernment.” 

It  is  the  right  and  perogative 
of  the  Senate  to  take  a stand  on 
every  issue  that  comes  before  it 
and  to  say  that  this  stand  is  a 
deliberate  work  of  propaganda 
is  completely  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Walker  infers  that  the 
Senate’s  decision  was  hasty  and 
emotional  and  was  “an  undis- 
guised attempt  to  formulate  stu- 
dent opinion  without  aid  of  rea- 
son or  facts.”  Again,  I disagree 
with  Mr.  Walker’s  interpretation 
of  the  Senate,  and  am  very  much 
chagrined  at  his  inference  that 
the  members  of  the  Senate  are 
grossly  uninformed. 

THE  SOCIAL  UNIT  issue  has 
been  before  the  studentbody  for 
some  few  weeks  now.  The  stu- 
dentbody as-  well  as  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate  have  heard 
and  read  many  pro’s  and  con’s 
concerning  the  issue.  They  have 
heard  the  argument  for  both 
sides  and  as  a result  have  form- 
ulated their  own  opinions. 

This  opinion,  let  me  state 
again,  was  not  hastily  formed  in 
Senate  meeting  the  other  night, 
but  came  through  - studying  the 
facts  on  both  sides.  Let  me  also 
state  that  not  all  those  voting  on 
this  issue  were  Social  Unit  mem- 
bers, but  there  were  a number 
who  are  not  affiliated  with  any 
j Social  Unit.  In  fact,  there  are  12 
Social  Unit  members  in  the  Sen- 
ate and  12  non  Social  Unit  mem- 
bers. 

SPEAKING  personally  with 
members  of  the  Senate  concern- 
ing this  issue,  I know  that  they 
have  become  well  informed  and 
have  not  made  a hasty  decision, 
I am  willing  to  say  that  the  ma- 
jority of  the  Senate  are  as  well 
informed  on  the  pros  and  cons 
of  Social  Units  as  Mr.  Walker 


and  his  committee.  They  should 
be,  this  is  part  of  their  respon- 
sibility. 

The  Senate  has  taken  a stand 
for  the  continuance  of  Social 
Units.  There  are  many  reasons 
for  this  stand,  but  most  impor- 
tant, is  their  belief  that  this  pos- 
ition is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
studentbody,  otherwise  this 
stand  wouldvnot  have  been  taken. 
It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Senate 
that  Social  Units  on  campus  un- 
der University  and  Church  con- 
trol and  regulation  are  much  bet- 
ter  than  units  off  campus  under 
no  regulations  or  control. 

IF  SOCIAL  Units  need  clean- 
ing up  then  let’s  clean  them  up. 
As  of  yet  the  Senate  has  heard 
of  no  concrete  plans  to  clean, 
them  up. 

Mr.  Walker,  it  is  the  Senate’s 
right  to  take  a stand  on  this  is- 
sue, and  because  one  does  not 
agree  with  this  stand  it  is  no 
cause  to  belittle  the  Senate  and 
student  government  as  a whole.
